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CITY ASKS FOR FINANCIAL DATA 
ON LUTHERAN CHURCH PROPERTY 

A joint meeting on May 26 of city council and the ad hoc com¬ 
mittee on disposition of the Lutheran Church site revealed a need 
for additional figures on costs. Mayor Edgar Smith said that the 
degree to which the city would be an interested party in using 
the building for recreation and other purposes would be dependent 
on what the city's share of the costs would be.

George Beauchamp, speaking on 
behalf of the ad hoc committee, 
noted that the major proposals put 
forward to date require the parti¬ 
cipation of Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
and the city. These proposals call 
for either GHI to purchase the 
property and lease the building to 
the city or for GHI to purchase 
part of the land and for the city 
to purchase the building. 

About 3 acres are involved, val¬ 
ued at something less than $20,000 
per acre, and a structure which 
has been valued at various 
amounts up to $50,000. The Church 
is seeking to dispose of the Ridge 
Rd. property because it is moving 
into a new sanctuary on Greenbelt 
Rd 

Beauchamp said that as the city 
grows there is going to be increas¬ 
ing demand for space for recrea¬ 
tional activities and meeting pla¬ 
ces. The planned addition to the 
Youth Center, he said, may not 
able to meet all these needs. Al¬ 
ready, he said, the Greenbelt Nur¬ 
sery School has indicated an in¬ 
terest in renting quarters at 
the Lutheran building on a long¬ 
term basis. The Boys Club needs 
space for storage of equipment, 
and for certain activities such as 
boxing. 

City Manager James Giese was 
less optimistic about the use of 
the Lutheran building for recrea¬ 
tional facilities, since he visualized 
the Youth Center addition as 
meeting many space demands. He 
saw the major demand for space 
coming from the police depart¬ 
ment, which is already taxing 
Municipal Building facilities to 
the limit. 

Church representatives reported 
that they have tried to interest 
other church and non-profit groups 
in the property but to no avail. 
Cofmmercial concerns have indica¬ 
ted interest, if the property could 
be zoned for R-18 (high-density 
apartments). 

The council said that before it 
could take a stand, it would need 
more data on what the gap would 
be between income and outgo (in¬ 
cluding amortization and upkeep 
of the property) which the city 
would be expected to subsidize. 
Such a subsidy, the council indica¬ 
ted, could be justified if the pro¬ 
perty were used effectively for 
recreational or other city-needed 
activities.

New High School by 1971 
But Roads Still a Problem

“A new Greenbelt Senior High School by September 197P' 
was the hope of architect Dennis Madden, as the Prince Georges 
County Board of Education approved preliminary school plans o®. 
Tuesday, May 28. 

The 101-room fully air-conditioned structure with related fa¬ 
cilities will be located on parcel 2 — the land between the Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc., property and the Baltimore- Washington Park¬ 
way, south of Northway Rd. extended (sanitary land fill road). 
It will be part of an eventual three-school complex. Plans call 
for a junior high school to be constructed by 1974 and an elemen¬ 
tary school later, both to share many of the senior high school fa¬ 
cilities. 

Perimeter Road 

The site plan, prepared by the firm of Walton, Madden, Cooper, 
and Auerbach, calls for the high school entrances to be located along 
a newly-constructed portion of the perimeter road. The perimeter 
road is intended to provide out-of-town traffic with ready access 
to parcel 2 without overburdening the narrow two-lane streets of 
“core” Greenbelt. According to the College Park-Greenbelt Master 
Plan adopted by the Maryland National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission, the perimeter road would start at Greenbelt Rd. 
at Beltway Plaza near the A&P, cut across Springhill Lake and 
the Capital Beltway, swing along the northern boundary of the city* 
and then head southwards through parcels 1 and 2, crossing the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway near Hamilton Place, and connec¬ 
ting up with Greenbelt Rd. again. 

However, the realization of this perimeter road is many years 
away as rights-of-way still remain to be obtained and there is a 
question of who will provide the financing. The school board has 
agreed to construct that part of the perimeter road that goes 
through its property. 

School Traffic 

This means that until the perimeter road is completed, al) 
school traffic will have to be channeled through Northway Rd. ex¬ 
tended, Madden said. The perimeter road at this point will run 
perpendicular to Northway extended and parallel to Ridge Rd. The 
senior and junior high schools will be located on 50 acres east of 
the perimeter road. The elementary school will be located on the 
other side of the perimeter road on the tract closest to GHI prop¬ 
erty. 

In addition to the 60-odd acres originally purchased from own¬ 
ers Charles Bresler, Theodore Lerner, and associates, the school 
board has negotiated with the owners for the purchase of a 10-acre 
strip parallel to and north of Northway extended. This land is 
needed to replace the acreage given up for the perimeter road and 
will be used to accommodate the location of the junior high school 
The school board also will receive from the city the 4% acre sani¬ 
tary land fill and rights-of-way along the sanitary land fill road. 
The city expects to be able to use the senior high school athletic 
facilities, which include football, baseball, softball, soccer and 
hockey fields, and four tennis courts. 

2,400 Capacity 

An unusual feature of the new school is that it will be built 
all at once for an ultimate capacity of 2,400 students, rather than in 
piecemeal sections as has been the case with other schools. There- 
will be parking facilities for 900 cars. Madden said that this meth¬ 
od of construction gives “us the opportunity to put everything in 
its right place and affords a tremendous advantage for grouping.** 
The plans designate that instructional facilities for each subject: 
be kept together in blocks. 

Another unique feature of the school complex will be the shar¬ 
ing of the dining and kitchen facilities (Commons) and mechanical 
plant, which will provide gas fired heat and cooling. A folding 
partition in the Commons will separate the senior and junior high 
students. Food for the elementary school children will be packed 
into warming equipment and trucked over to the school. Under 
this set-up, one staff will operate the kitchen. The Commons,, 
described by Madden as probably the largest room ever built by 
the Board of Education, would be available when not in use as * 
dining room for other types of functions and activities. 

Auditorium 

Serving both the senior and junior high schools will be ant 
auditorium capable of holding approximately 850 students at one 
time. Folding walls would enable the sp&ce to be sub-divided into 
three large rooms for instructional purposes. These rooms, Mad¬ 
den said, should be utilized every period of every day in the school 
schedule. 

Because of age differences, the junior and senior high schools 
will maintain separate gymnasiums and recreational facilities. The 
athletic fields will be separated by a natural barrier. The gymna¬ 
siums, plus the Commons and auditorium, will be so placed that 
they may be closed off from the schools and programmed for inde¬ 
pendent and separate use. 

School Board Impressed 

The joint use of facilities and construction of the school at its 
full capacity drew favorable responses from school board mem¬ 
bers, as did also the design of the senior high school building.’ The 
building, rectangular in shape, will be essentially windowless with 
many interior rooms. Light, however, will filter in through win¬ 
dows at the ends of corridors and through a skylight covering the 
two-level resource center (library and reading room balconies). 
Of brick and glass construction, the structure will rise two stories 
on the perimeter road side and three on the Parkway side. 

School Superintendent William Schmidt noted that the design 
lends itself to the concept of a longer school day for secondary 
schools and the operation of schools on a 12-month basis. Popula¬ 
tion growth in the county has produced overcrowded conditions, 
and the time may come when 'the school timetable may have to be 
adjusted, Schmidt said. The longer school year would also reduce 
county school construction costs. An additional advantage of the 
school complex is the opportunity to schedule accelerated program* 
for students.

Street Construction 
To Commence Shortly 

The street construction program 
for the current year is scheduled 
to begin on Monday, June 9, ac¬ 
cording to word received from the 
contractor, the Nazario Construc¬ 
tion Co. The total job, to cost 
$25,167, involves construction of 
curbing, sidewalks and gutters, as 
well as the widening of Woodland 
Way. Some of the work, such as 
removal of existing curbs and gut¬ 
ters which need replacing, will be 
done by the city's Public Works 
Dept. The city crew will also 
do the filling before and behind 
new curbs, seed or sod the filled 
areas behind the curbs, and make 
necessary arrangements to drive¬ 
way entrances. 

Curbing will be laid along Cres¬ 
cent Rd. from South way to 4 Ct. 
and a sidewalk will be construc¬ 
ted from the site of the new li¬ 
brary to the Municipal Building. 
(Construction of sidewalk on the 
library property itself is part of 
the library contract.) 

Woodland Way will be widened 
from Forestway to Hillside, with 
curbs constructed on both sides of 
the street. Parking shoulders and 
new curbing will be constructed 
near 7 Research and 5 Plateau. 

The contract also calls for con¬ 
struction of valley gutters with 
curbs between I and 2 Cts of Gar¬ 
denway and Crescent Rd; between 
57 and 55 Ridge; between 2 Laurel 
Hill and 61 Ridge; west of 2 Pla¬ 
teau; and between the gas station 
on Crescent Rd. and 51 Crescent.

Parents who are registering their child for the first time either 
in kindergarten or first grade should bring in the child’s birth cer¬ 
tificate as proof of age. Children entering the kindergarten must be 
five years old by January 1, 1970. First grade children must be six 
years old by January 1, 1970. 

Verification of the child’s smallpox and diphtheria immunization 
must also be presented. 

Children who are enrolled in the kindergarten program in this 
school year of 1968-1969 in the Prince George’s County Public Schools 
need not register. 
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City Notes 

The new fences being erected 
around the two silt traps near 
the lake are designed to prevent 
toddlers from falling down the 
steep banks into water that is 
over their heads. The fences are 
not designed to keep away older 
adventurers, and for that reason 
the two ends, through which the 
stream channels flow and where 
the banks are low, are being left 
open. A thorny type of ground 
cover will be planted inside the 
fences and down the banks of the 
ponds to prevent erosion and to 
discourage trespassing. 

Fencing of the silt trap between 
Olivewood and Lakecrest was fin¬ 
ished this week and work was be¬ 
gun on the new one behind the 
Pepco substation. 

A new evergreen tree was plant¬ 
ed on the green parkland between 
Crescent Rd. and Centerway re¬ 
cently in memory of Angus B. 
MacGregor, landscape gardener for 
the federal government at the 
time Greenbelt was first laid out 
It replaces another tree dedicated 
to the late Mr. MacGregor, which 
has since been overtaken and sur¬ 
rounded by densely shading trees. 
Head gardener to J. P. Morgan be¬ 
fore coming to Greenbelt Mac¬ 
Gregor was the father of Mrs. 
George Daffan, 11-A Hillside. 

The Parks crew has also kept 
busy planting crepe myrtle shrubs 
along Edmonston Rd. near the 
Beltway exit as part of the beau¬ 
tification program for that area 
and laying new sod in the en¬ 
closed grassy area at the swim¬ 
ming pool. The new sod is ber- 
muda grass, which will withstand 
heavy wear. 

The city has now hired eleven 
high school and college boys as 
extra hands for the summer. Two 
will work with the main Public 
Works Dept, crew and nine will 
be assigned to supplement the 
Parks crew under the supervision 
of Hans Jorgensen, Parks Direc¬ 
tor. The latter group includes 
four, whose major job will be 
maintenance of the ball fields, i» 
which capacity they will work 
closely with the Recreation Dept. 
The remaining men will be assign¬ 
ed primarily to the lake park, 
though both groups may be as¬ 
signed temporarily to other jobs 
as the need arises. Weekend sche¬ 
dules will be rotated among the 
workers. 

In addition to the new summer 
help, the city has hired a new wor¬ 
ker to act as custodian for the 
city buildings.

1st Qtr. GHI Operations 
Follow Budget Closely 

A first-quarter financial state¬ 
ment for Greenbelt Homes, Inc., 
shows that both receipts and ex¬ 
penditures were greater than an¬ 
ticipated. The net effect, accord¬ 
ing to the report prepared by GHI 
comptroller Don McGinn, was a 
difference of only $1,244 in the cor¬ 
poration^ position from that fore¬ 
cast by the budget. The budget 
had anticipated that disbursements 
would exceed income by $32,116 at 
the end of the first quarter and 
the actual figure was $33,260. (A 
first-quarter deficit is always anti¬ 
cipated because of seasonal heat¬ 
ing costs.) 

A major factor impairing the 
position of the corporation in the 
first quarter was a $6,008 bill for 
the February boiler flood damage. 
This, of course, was an unbud¬ 
geted and unexpected cost 
Most other expenditure items 
followed closely the amounts bud¬ 
geted. Water costs were surpris¬ 
ingly lower than anticipated as 
the replacement of old water lines 
eliminated some of the leakage. 
On the other hand, heating costs 
jumped during the first quarter - 
by $3,759 for the brick homes and 
by $6,411 for the frame homes. The 
former was due to increased con¬ 
sumption, the latter to an increase 
in the price of #6 oil.

City’s Assessed Value 
Now at $44 Million

New county tax assessment fi¬ 
gures recently received by the of¬ 
fice of the city treasurer raise 
Greenbelt’s assessed valuation to 
slightly more than $44,000,000. This 
figure represents an approximate 
increase of $4,100,000 from the pre¬ 
vious year’s assessed valuation of 
about $39,900,000. 

In large part the increase repre¬ 
sents a major, comprehensive re¬ 
appraisal of three categories of 
real estate in the city.—the Green- 
belt Homes, Inc. property, the sin¬ 
gle family homes, and the Green- 
belt commercial center. But the 
completion of new apartment buil¬ 
dings in Section 9 of the Spring- 
hill Lake development and full oc¬ 
cupancy in the high rise apartment 
building in Charlestowne Village 
also contributed to the rise in as¬ 
sessed valuation. (Only those 
portions of newly completed buil¬ 
dings that are actually occupied 
receive tax assessments at full 
value.) 

The tax assessment for GHI pro¬ 
perties, which is currently being 
appealed by the housing coopera¬ 
tive, has been raised from about 
$6,400,000 to about $7,900,000. Simi¬ 
larly, the owner of a single family 
Greenbelt residence will be faced 
with an increase in assessed val¬ 
uation — on the average about 
$2,000. according to an estimate 
by city treasurer Mabel L. Rand¬ 
ier. Changes in valuation for the 
commercial center reflect greater 
occupancy in the Medical Center 
building, a lower valuation on the 
30-year-old buildings in the Cohen 
property, and a higher valuation 
on the land they occupy, resulting 
in a higher overall figure. 

The total increase in tax valua¬ 
tion for the city does not neces¬ 
sarily represent the final figure 
for the current year, according to 
city manager James K. Giese. Not 
all notifications of change in as¬ 
sessment may yet have been re¬ 
ceived by the city, he noted. In 
addition, the GHI figure, pending 
appeal, is still undetermined.
